They have the widest range of color and form of 
flowers of any of the Tulip classes. The graceful flowers are borne on long stems and are ideal for cutting and bedding. The relative time of flower- 
ing is indicated by the letters E, F,G, Hand I. Those marked E being the earliest. Those marked I are the latest to bloom. The normal height 
is also givenininches. In planting the bulbs should be placed 5 inches apart and the bottom of the bulb should be 6 to 7 inches below the surface 
in light soils and 5 to 6 inches deep in heavy soils. If planted too shallow some may come blind. The varieties marked * are especially good for 
winter flowering and forcing. ats
